REPORT OF LIBRARIAN 


To the Trustees of the Griswold Memorial Library: 


Herewith is submitted the report of the Librarian for the year 
ending December 31, 1928. 

The Library has been opened on the regular days throughout 
the year, with the exception of a couple of days in August, when 
the building was closed for the purpose of re-finishing the floors. 
On account of the small number of books taken out, the Trustees 
voted not to open the Library on Sundays after August 1st. 

Mrs. Mabel Thompson has been appointed Assistant Librar- 
ian to succeed Mrs. Jennie Bardwell. 

The total circulation for the year has been 6,770 volumes, 
adult 4,570, juvenile 2,200, an increase of 271 volumes over the 
previous year. 

During the year 116 new books were added to the Library 
and 43 five book State Reading Certificates were given to the 
school children of the grades. 

I would ask the Trustees to consider the matter of additional 
shelf room, as it will be quite necessary very soon to meet the 
demand of the increasing number of books.

To see if the Town will vote to accept the list of 
Jurors as posted, or pass any vote or votes in relation thereto. 
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ARTICLE XIX. To see if the Town will indemnify the Common- 
wealth of Massachusetts against any and all claims for land, 
grade and drainage damages which may be caused by or result 
from the laying out, alteration, construction or reconstruction of 
the State Highway known as the Shelburne Falls Road, or any 
section or relocation thereof, and will authorize the Board of 
Selectmen to sign an indemnity agreement therefor in behalf of 
the Town, and make an appropriation therefor, or take any 
other action with respect thereto. 


And you are directed to serve this Warrant by posting up 
attested copies thereof at four different places, seven days at 
least before the time of holding said meeting. 


Hereof fail not, and make due return of this Warrant, with 
your doings thereon, to the Town Clerk, at the time and place 
of meeting, as aforesaid.

I submit herewith my report of an audit of the accounts of 
the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 1928, made 
in accordance with the provisions of Chapter 44 of the General 
Laws. This report is in the form of a report made to me by 
Mr. Edward H. Fenton, Chief Accountant of this Division.

Sir: 

As directed by you, I have made an audit of the books and 
accounts of the town of Colrain for the year ending December 31, 
1928, and report thereon as follows: 

The financial transactions of the town as recorded on the 
books of the several departments receiving or disbursing money 
for the town were examined and verified. 

The books and accounts of the treasurer were examined and 
checked in detail. The recorded receipts were checked with the 
records in the several departments collecting money for the town 
and with the other sources from which money was paid into the 
town treasury. The recorded payments were checked with the 
selectmen’s orders authorizing the treasurer to disburse town 
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funds. The cash book footings were verified, the cash on hand 
was counted, and the bank account was reconciled with a state- 
ment furnished by the bank. 

The appropriations were listed from the town clerk’s records 
of town meetings, and a comparison was made with the aggregate 
amount of the orders chargeable against the several appropria- 
tions. 

In checking the expenditures, it was noted that the charges 
against the truck and tractor accounts exceeded the receipts and 
the balances available at the beginning of the year by $2,090.66. 
This deficit should be provided for by an appropriation, and an 
appropriation should also be voted for the maintenance and 
operation of the truck and tractor for the current year, as the 
earnings of this equipment are not available for expenses until 
appropriated by vote of the town. 

It was also noted that the town voted the sum of $1,500 from 
the overlay of 1927 to be used by the assessors to reduce the 
amount to be raised by taxation. The surplus in the overlay 
account of any year must be transferred to a reserve fund to be 
used for extraordinary or unforseen expenses, as provided by 
Section 25, Chapter 59, General Laws, and can not be used by the 
assessors in determining the tax rate. 

The books and accounts of the tax collector were examined 
and checked in detail. The commitment lsts were proved with 
the assessors’ warrants, the recorded collections were compared 
with the treasurer’s records of receipts, the abatements were 
checked with the assessors’ records of abatements ranted, and 
the outstanding accounts were listed and reconciled. 

The outstanding accounts were further verified by mailing 
notices to a number of persons whose names appeared on the 
books as owing money to the town, the replies received thereto 
indicating that the accounts as listed are correct. 

The accounts of the town clerk were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts from dog and sporting licenses were checked 
to the stubs of the licenses issued, and the payments to the county 
and state, respectively, were verified. 

The library treasurer’s accounts were examined and checked. 
The recorded receipts were checked and verified, the payments 
were checked with orders of the library trustees, and the cash 
balance was verified by a reconciliation of the bank account 
with a statement furnished by the bank. 

The securities and savings bank book representing the in- 
vestment of the trust funds were personally examined, the income 
was proved, and the disbursements were verified. 

The surety bonds of the treasurer, town clerk, and tax col- 
lector were examined and found to be in proper form. 

Appended to this report are tables showing a reconciliation of 
the treasurer’s cash, summaries of the tax accounts, the library 
treasurer’s accounts and the trust fund transactions, together with 
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a balance sheet showing the financial condition of the town, 
December 31, 1928. — 

For the courtesies extended and the assistance rendered by 
the various town officials during the progress of the audit, I wish, 
on behalf of my assistant and for myself, to express appreciation.
